commander and taken to the Alex- 
androveky palace where the former 
Empress Alexandra already was in- 
terned. 


The special train carrying the 


former ruler arrived at 1:30 o'clock 
on the branch line outside Alexan- 
drovsy park. 
On leaving the train 


Nicholas entered an automobile, ac- 
companied by his adjutant. Prince 
Dolgoroukoff, the only courtier of 
the first rank, 
who^ accompanied 
him, and By four duma commission- 
ers. They were driven to the palace. 
Nicholas was met at the door in 
thejeft wing of the palace by Count 
;Benckendorff, who was" his marshal 
of the court and "is now under ar- 
rest. The former ruler held him- 
self erect, looking calm, and indif- 
ferent, although he stepped from the 
automobile with nervous haste. A 
battalion of the first 
rifle guard 
regiment was at the railroad depot. 


The commander at Tsarskoe-Selo 


is Colonel Kobnilinsky, formerly 
.commander 
of the 
Petrogradsky 


regiment, stationed in peace time at 
Warsaw. To him the duma commis- 
sioners announced: "Our mission of 
handing over -the emperor % fin- 
ished: We^now go~to Petrdgrad to, 
announce this fact to the duma." 
The correspondent 
drove to the' 
old Tsmrakoe-Selo"' palace, which is 
entirely 
deserted 
and without 
guards, and then to the new palace 
where the former Imperial famiy is 
interned. The palace lies In a large 
park which is surrounded by a plain 
spiked fence, five feet high, coated 
with silver paint. Prom the corner 
nearest the old palace the new pal- 
ace Is partly visible 
through 
the 
thick wood, the chief facade, facing 
the north, being' entirely in view. 
The first noticeable sign of the rev- 
olution was that no imperial stand- 
ard floated from the roof. Within 
the park over the broad expanse of 
snow, not a single person was vis- 
ible. Apparently there were no 
guards" witfiln the park but outside 
the fence, every 50 yards along the 
roadway, were double sentries from 
the" Petrogradsky regiment, in long 
Hue coats, with fixed bayonets. 
" An astonishing 
circumstance 
in 


view of the attitude 
of Nicholas 
towards the population of Tsarskoe- 
Selo which lived entirely upon im- 
perial favor, was" the lack of public 
interest. 
During a drive of three 
.miles along the palace fence the cor- 
respondent saw no civilians and with 
the exception of the guards, none 
but two of the gigantic blackbearded 
Caucasians of the famous "Convoy 
of His Majesty," who although now 
Fallen from favor and destined to 
be sent as soldiers to the front, were 
allowed to peer through the fence. 


Two hundred adherents and cour- 
iers of the former emperor are un- 
der arrest here- A correspondent of 
the Associated Press discovered them

ENTENTE NAVAL LOSSES 


TOTAL OVER 800,000 TONS

Eentent losses in warships have now 
reached a total of 
$820,000 tons, 


says the Overseas News Agency an^ 
nouncement today. 
This computa- 


tion includes the French battleship 
of the Danton class recently an- 
nounced to have been sunk by a Gr- 
raan submarine in the Mediterranean. 
The statement says: 


"By the destruction of a ship of 


the Danton class, the warship losses 
of our enemies, excluding auxiliary 
ships, have reached in round num- 
bers 850,000 tons displacement. This 
is equal to the combined tonnage of 
Russia and Japan at the beginning 
of the war and is only 60,000 tons 
leas than, the tonnage of the United 
States navy, which was the third 
largest in the world at the beginning 
of the war."

Charles Von Kleist, a chemist and 
one of the defendants by represent- 
ing himself as an agent of Wolf Von 
Igel, the alleged head of the German 
spy system in this country. 
Wolf 


Von Igel was an attache of the Ger- 
man embassy and returned to Ger- 
many with Count Von Bernstorff, 
former German ambassador. 


The detective declared that Von 
Kleist told him that he and Dr. Wal- 
ter T. Scueele also a chemist, were 
partners in the manufacture of fire 
bombs and that Scheele had received 
M 00 from Captain Von Papen of 
the German embassy, to finance the 
bomb making Scheele, who was said 
to be the Tiead of the alleged plot- 
ters responsible for bomb explosions 
in 1915 that destroyed vessels and 
cargoes worth upwards of $4,000,000 
escaped arrest by flight to Mexico.

phase of the tremendous battle 
which has opened in northern France 
has apparently turned in favor of 
the French who are reported to have 
forced their way across the Ailette 
river and the Croseat canal at sev- 
eral points. Along these waterways 
the Germans elected to make their 
first stand in defense of La Fere, 
toward which 
General 
Nivelle is 
rushing his advance troops in a des- 
perate effort to br«ax ttte Hmden- 
burg line before the German defense 
is consolidated. 
Further south the French are at- 


tempting to batter their way toward 
Laon, but between them and their 
goal He the great forests of Coucy 
and St. Gobain, and the compara- 
tively 
meagre advances reported 


from Paris indicate that the issue 
is still very much in doubt. Some 
ground has been gained northeast of 
Soissons but the fact that the French 
report having Inflicted "very heavy" 
losses on the Germans is an intima- 
tion that the invaflers are holding 
this section in force.

The steamer Healdton is a tanker 


of 4480 tons gross and is owned by 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. She was built in 1908. The 
Healdton was last reported saihns 
from Philadelphia Jan. 26 for Rotter- 
dam.The Handelsblatt says there are 
only six Americans among the sur- 
vivors of the Healdton

that the vessel, because of the dang- 
erous character of her cargo and an 
explosion in the engine room, caught 
fire at once. 
"The crew in three boats tried to 


leave the ship. 
Two sloops with 


13 and 7 men respectively succeeded 
in getting away, but the third con- 
taining 21 men capsized and nearly 
all were drowned. 
"The crew of a 
Dutch 
trawler 


which observed the fire from a great 
distance believed the glow to be 
that of the aurora borealis, and did 
not go to the rescue. The next day, 
however, seeing a sloop under sail, 
they at once stopped 
fishing 
and 


steamed in the direction of the sloop 
whose occupants were so exhausted 
that they were unable to maneuver 
their boat along side the trawler. 
The captain of the trawler finally 
managed to approach the sloop and

York Sun.) 


The word treason is loosely em- 


ployed when it is used with regard 
to seditious enterprises or 
utter- 


ances under present conditions. 


The crime of treason is 
defined 


by the Constitution. . 


" Treason against the United States 
shall consist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid or com- 
fortTwo conditions are necessary: An 
actual state of war and citizenship 
on the part of the traitor who breaks 
his allegiance and gives 
aid 
and 


comfort to the 
nation's 
enemies. 


There must be war to make treason 
possible. The crime can be commit- 
ted only by one who owes allegiance. 
Even a conspiracy to subvert the 


Government "by force is not treason, 
unless war is levied. 


The maximum penalty for treason 


against the United States is death. 


The purpose of tbe constitutional 


and statutory provisions on this sub- 
ject is lo prevent oppression by tbe 
prosecution of citizens, no matter 
how obnoxious their attitude toward 
the Government, on charges of con- 
structive treason. 


There is no war today; technical- 


ly tbe United Slates Government has 
no enemies and I3i«rc can therefore 
be no treason. 


Once war js declared, once a state 


of war exists, all attempts to subvert 
the Government by those owing it 
allegiance, all adherence to the re- 
public's enemies, all 
of aid 


and comfort lo tne republic's ene- 
mies. become treason punishable by 
death. 


In the •present aspect of affairs it 


is well lo keep these things clearly 
in mind. 


China has now broken off diplo- 


matic relations with Germany, and 
while details are lacking, it is pre- 
sumed 3t was done by putting tbe 
jdoturc to the pacifists and ancestor,

"Treason against the United States 
shall consist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid or com- 
fortTwo conditions are necessary: An 
actual state of war and citizenship 
on the part of the traitor who breaks 
his allegiance and gives 
aid 
and 


comfort to the 
nation's 
enemies. 


There must be war to make treason 
possible. The crime can be commit- 
ted only by one who owes allegiance. 


Even a conspiracy to subvert the 


Government by force is not treason, 
unless war is levied. 


The maximum penalty for treason 


against the United States is death. 


The purpose of the constitutional 


and statutory provisions on this sub- 
ject is to prevent oppression by the 
prosecution of citizens, no matter 
how obnoxious their attitude toward 
the Government, on charges of con- 
structive treason. 


There 5s no war 1oday; technical- 


ly the United States Government has 
no enemies and there can therefore 
be no treason., 


Once war is declared, once a state 


of war exists. alJ attempts to subvert 
the Government by ihose owing it 
allegiance, all adherence to the re- 
public's enemies, all giving of aid 
an<3 comfort to the republic's ene- 
mies, become 1 reason punishable by 
death'. 


In the present aspect of affairs it 


is .well to keep these things clearly 
in mind.

Before a cabinet meeting tb» other 


day the council of national defense, 
which Includes a majority of the cabi- 
net members, held a meeting in Secre- 
tary Baker> office to decide upon stop* 
to «peed•';up industrial mobilization. 
. The Civilian Advisory Commission, 
beaded by Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, was 
called to meet at an early date and to 
pres» vigorously plans for the coordi- 
nation of air industrial and commercial* 
resources of the nation against a war 
emergency. 


The. Inventory of national production 


resources began by the civilian 
ory board of the navy la under the de- 
fense council,, which already "has com- 
pleted a munitions text book for the In- 
formation of manufacturers w'hoee 
plants are convertible for shell making. 
The war, navy and all other depart- 
ments having to do with problems of 
national defense have received in the 
last few days hundreds of offers of as- 
sistance from business houses, Indus- 
trial organizations and other establish-, 
mentis throughout the country. These 
will be assembled by the advisory com- 
mittee and arranged so that in case of 
emergency the resources of private in- 
dustries can be placed, according to 
plans already decided upon, immediate- 
ly at the service of the governmenti 


Volume of Offers. 


The following statement .was issued 


by Director; Glfford- of: the ;advlsory 
commission: 
- ;: 


"The Council of National Defense at 


its.meeting Issued a call for a joint 
meeting of the council and the ad- 
visory commission, to consider the 
great volume of offers which are being 
received in the several executive de- 
partments . and in the office of the 
Council of National Defense - from in- 
dustrial and commercial establish- 
ments to place their facilities at the 
disposal of the government and to co- 
operate in every way in the organiza- 
tion and maintenance of the national 
supply system and other matters of 
business. 


"As the organization of the Industry 


and the commerce of the country for 
rapid use in time of emergency is the 
primary, purpose of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, it is thought that these 
patriotic and numerous voluntary of- 
fers afford an, especially favorable op- 
portunity for beginning the work of^or- 
ganization and carrying it into speedy 
execution." 


Medical Supplies. 


The committee on standardization of 


medical and surgical supplies, appoint- 
ed recently by the Council of National 
Defense, was summoned to meet when 
the council and advisory commission 
are to convene- Work will be begun 
then to formulate plans by which 
standardization of all medical and sur- 
gical* supplies and equipment is to be 
effected. 
. 


"The objects of the' proposed stand- 


ardization," says a statement by the 
war department, "are to make it pos- 
sible to secure surgical supplies in 
large volume on short notice; to have 
definite specifications so that manufac- 
turers of similar articles may divert 
their activities with * minimum, of de- 
lay or inconvenience to the production 
of supplies required by the army and 
navy, or to reduce the cost of enabling 
manufacturers to produce the various 
articles in quantity and to enable civil- 
Ian practitioners to become familiar 
with the instruments and appliances 
which they will be expected to use in 
the event they are called to the colors."

openly hostile action 


against an armed American.{merch- 
antman. 
At the same time he lets 


it be known that he has commanded 
these armed merchantment to open 
tire on all submarines immediately.

have given the -whole world as the

When Hawaii Was a Republic. 


Hawaii was proclaimed - a republic 


July 4,1894. • More than a year-before 
Queen Liliuokftlani had been deposed, 
by a committee of public safety be- 
cause of her attempts, it was claimed, 
to secure more absolute power. A pro- 
visional government was set up, which 
lasted until the islands were proclaim- 
ed a republic. Sanford B. Dole, former 
head of the provisional government, 
became president. Unsuccessful- at- 
tempts had been made to conclude a 
treaty of annexation with the United 
States. The islands were finally annex- 
ed July 7,1S9S, aa a war measure, the 
United States being then at war with 
Spain. They were organized a terri- 
tory June 14,1900. Ex-President Dole 
was appointed governor by President 
McKiniey.

Tbe agreement under which tbe rail- 


road managers and the four brother- 
hood chiefs called off the threatened 
general strike will cost the railroad 
companies about $50,000,000 a year. 
This was the estimate made by the 
conference committee of the railways. 


The railroad heads will ask the in-, 


teratate commerce commission for the 
. privilege of raising rates to meet the 
added expense. 


Tbe agreement following v the lines 


of the Adamson law, grants the 400,- 
000 members of the brotherhoods the 
eight hour day with pay at-tbe pres- 
ent rate for ten hours. Overtime will 
be paid for n't the same rate per hour. 
The brotherhood chiefs in effecting the 
-final compromise withdrew thek 'de- 
mand for pay at tbe rate of time and a 
half for overtime. 


The order also will apply to men em- 


ployed in the twitching yards, who re- 
cently were granted a nine hour day 
with tea hours' pay by arbitration. 


In the passenger service the pres- 


ent _mileage rate of pay will be re- 
tained

Franklin K. Lane, secretary of tbe 


interior and ,head- of the president's 
mediation committee, expressed the be- 
lief the railroads would be entitled to 
so xie increase la rates. - 


Supreme Court Causes Debate. 


Immediately after the agreement was 


signed the announcement that the Unit- 
States supreme court had upheld the 
Adamson law by a vote of 6 to 4 reach- 
ed the federal mediators, the railroads' 
committee and the brotherhood chiefs. 


Tbe decision caused spirited discus- 


sion among labor leaders because of 
the clause which denies the right to 
strike-of railroad men, holding they 
are in the public service. 


W. G. Lee,'president of the Railway 


Trainmen, said: 


"I would hate to undertake, In the 


face of the decision just handed down, 
to question or Interpret tbe action of 
the sapreme court If we are govern- 
ment employees or public employees. 
all-right- Bufri^doift fielie"ve we are. . 


"As 'to the ruling that we-have no 


right to strike without submitting our 
demands to Investigation, well inter- 
pret it for ourselves when w» reach 


" the occasion." 


The final appeal to the rai'road rep- 


resentatives, which resulted in the 
agreement, was made by Secretary 
La tie 011 the ground of patriotism. 
He 


declared the welfare of the country In 
tbe existing international crisis would 
be imperiled by a railroad strike. 
' 


At the successful conclusion of the 


hearings Secretary Lane expressed ap- 
proval of the railroad heads for their 
action in relieving the government 
from embarrassment in the existing 
crisis 


"This is a magnificent thing you 


Iiave done for the country,'' he said. 
"It will go down in history as one of 
the greatest things yor ever did." 


W. G. Lee said: 
"We are as good patriots as they 


are. We can climb down that same lad. 
der. Nearly 400,000 men have wou the 
eight hour day without sacrificing a 
cent of their money for it 
"We are 


now iu a position to go back to our 
men with the greatest thing ever put 
over for labor."

ZEPPELIN'S DEATH REMOVES 


GREAT FI6URE IN WAR 


Dirigible He Invented Has Deart 
Death and Destruction In Eng- 


land—Fought In Civil War. 


BRITISH MIMY AT 
HOLY CITY'S GATES 


Christians Mar Again Govern 


Alter Many Centuries. 


RULED FROM 1099 TO 1187 


Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin, in- 


ventor of the airship which bears his 
name, has just died of pneumonia at 
Charlottenburg, a suburb of Berlin. 


Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin will 


go down In history as one of the most 
important figures of the great war. 
His 'dirigibles, known as Zeppelins, 
have raided England forty-two times 
and" left behind them jnore than 428 
dead and 864 Injured. 
In addition 


their bombs^ caused property damage 
the amount of which has not been es- 
timated. In 1916 seven Zeppelins raid- 
ing England were destroyed, and since 
the war began forty-one have been de- 
stroyed elsewhere. 


Count von Zeppelin was born In Con- 


stance, Baden, In 1838. ,He was the 
son of a court official of Wurttemberg 
and was brought up to be a soldier. 
His family is one of the oldest In ~En- 
rope and belongs to the Mecklenburg 
"uradel," or aristocracy, whose nobili- 
ty dates back to the Birth of modern 
history. They were counts In the mid- 
dlo of the eighteenth century and had 
always been prominent In the various 
wars In which their country became 
embroiled. 
All the Yon Zeppelins 


were 'fighters. In 1899 Count Henry 
rou Zeppelin, a nephew of the In- 
jentor,,feU duringthg Boer war_whlle_ 
fighting Kirtu1rn££Of biff comnmndo.- 


Count -von Zeppelin was a lieutenant 


of cavalry at the age of twenty-three, 
and two years later, in April, 1863, he 
was sent to this country as Prussian 
military attache with the Union army 
in the civil war." He was attached to 
the 'Army of the Mississippi, in which 
General Carl Schurz commanded a 
brigade.- It was while acting as at- 
tache with the Union army that Count j 
von Zeppelin had his first experience 
as an aeron?ut He went up iu a cap- 
tive balloon belonging to the corps to 
which he was attached and came down 
a convert to aerial observation and 
warfare. 


Ott'his return home Zeppelin return- 


ed to his regiment and took an active 
part in the Prussian campaign against 
Austria in I860. 
Then came the 


Franco-Prussian war of 1870, when he 
became famous. On July 2^1870. t 
few hours after the declaration of war 
with four other young oflBcers and j 
seven troopers, Count von Zeppelin 
made a recounoissance into France. 
He wns'said to have been the first Ger- 
man soldier to cross the line into 
France during that war. and bis report 
proved of great value to Von Moltke. 
At the end of tbe war he was a colonel 
and then received promotion until be 
reached the rank of general at the agt 
of forty-two. During 1890 Count von 
Zeppelin was commandant of the for- 
tress of Saarburg. Two years after- 
ward he retired from the army and 
devoted his time to aeronautics.

Christians Ruled 800 Year* Ago. • / 


With the falling of Jerusalem Into 


British hands the Holy City will be 
ruled by Christians for the first tune 
eince 1291. 


It was In 109S that the crusaders, 


after many hardships _ and bitterly- 
fought battles, entered Jerusalem and 
went solemnly to service in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher and' praised God^ 


They made Godfrey of Bouillon king 


of Jerusalem, and it "is Characteristic 
of the poetry that was hi some of these 
crusaders that he refused to wear a 
crown, pleading it was unseemly that 
be wear a crown oi grid In the city 
•where his Saviour had once worn a 
crown of thorns^ Godfrey ruled one 
year, and It was a turbulent one. A 
large number of - crusaders started 
home when they had fulfilled their 
vows In taking the holy city, and God- 
trey made a ruling that any Frankish 
noble who took an estate and held It 
for a year and a-day should acquire 
title to it His kingdom, won by war- 
fare, survived In the same war. In- 
cursions Into neighboring Saracen tar* 
"lttory~"broTight back? plunder and made 
It possible to-pay soldiers, and In-a 
country which was rocky and arid a 
living was not to be won from the soil. 
Nor had the crusaders come to the 
Holy Land to farm. Their prowess was 
the prowess of the sword, and If they 
were to endure in the midst of Moslem 
neighbors It was essential that they 
keep those Moslem neighbors fairly 
well terrorized. 


Baldwin Made King. 


Godfrey died at the end of a year 


and was succeeded by his brother, 
Baldwin. JBaldwin, a large and hand- 
some man, who could never be faithful 
to one wife for long, had no scruples 
about wearing a gold crown.

Ordi- 
narily this back yard at the White 
House is about as quiet and deserted a 
place as one could imagine. It Is only 
at rare interval* that any member of 
the presidential household (for whose 
use it la reserved) is seen walking 
about the parklike expanse, and it Isn't 
often that this stretch of lawn Is made 
to serve as a playground—that function 
of so many less conspicuous "back 
yards" up and down the land. 


However, there is one day at this 


•miliug reason of the year when the 
president's big back yard is anything 
but deserted. It la on a Monday, too— 
Easter Monday, to be exact.' Now, you 
know Monday in "wash day," and in 
to* ordinary household it Is tbe OM

day of the week when if the weather is 
nice mother needs the back yard".and 
Johnny and Susie and all the rest are 
admonished that for the time being 
they must find soma other place to 
play. Not so at the White House, 
however. As a matter 'of fact, the 
family wash at the executive mansion 
is hung to dry in • lattice screened in- 
closure that occupies only the smallest 
corner of the big back yard, but even 
at that the colored "mammies" in the 
presidential laundry could scarcely be 
induced to do the washing" on this par- 
ticular Monday, for Easter Monday has 
"been from time out 6i mind the occa- 
sion of the great -annual egg rolling 
festival on the White House grounds 
and is in consequence regarded as 
something of a holiday throughout the 
capital city. 


On the day following Easter the pres- 


ident's back yard not only assumes the 
normal and rightful function of all 
back yards as a playground for young 
people, but it does it in no half hearted 
fashion. It is the one occasion of tho 
year when during an entire day these 
private grounds are open to the public, 
and the democratic invitation is uni- 
versal." Any child is free to come and 
go at will, without any= card of admis- 
sion, and they do comeln swarms that 
cover the greensward and have been 
variously estimated at from 10,000 to 
80,000 in different years — dependent 
somewhat upon the state, of the weather. 


During the past few years an Impor- 


tant change has been made in tbe man- 
agement of the president's back yard 
on Easter Monday, with a view to re- 
serving It for the children who are its 
tenants for seven or eight blissful 
hours. Before this change was made 
It was found that the crowds attracted 
by this annual spectacle were assuming 
such proportions that they were not 
only difficult to handle: but, worse jet, 
they seriously hampered the youngsters 
in their egg rolling. lu the old days 
everybody who came, young or old, was 
admitted to the egg rolling. But the 
odd antics of the little folks at their 
unique pastime proved * magnet for 
sightseers, who come not merely from 
Washington, but from towns far and 
wide. Particularly In th* afternoon, 
when there is a band concert on the 
lawn, did the crowds become so dense 
that it was Impossible for the juvenile 
visitors to romp freely, much leas roll 
eggs iu tbe traditional fashion. Ac- 
cordingly there was put Into force the 
new rule, which reserve* tbe big yard 
primarily for children and -stipulates 
that no adulta shall be admitted union 
accompanied by children. This allows 
the attendance of tbe little tots who re- 
quire th* presMif* of Mother or nurse 
to look after them.

Be Built of Wood. 


WOULD BE SPEEDY AMD AGILE 


A Favorite Ea*t*r Trip.

Submarine* Could Not See th* Veeeel 


at a Dietane* of Mor* Than Ten 
Milee—Ineurane* Rate* Would Be 
Lower and Cost of'Erecting Vessel* 
Reduced. 


How to beat the submarine? That ts 


the question which now confronts the 
•hipping world. The destruction of U 
boats Is a naval problem, to be dealt 
with so far as possible by naval forces, 
but naval measures are either unable 
to cope with the situation or are inade- 
quate to meet the emergency,1 and it 
Is necessary for shipping men to con- 
sider how commerce may be continued 
in spite of the menace. 


The answer as conceived by F. 


Huntington Clark, mining engineer, of 
New York is that the only way to 
overcome the U boat la to defeat its 
object 


Germany is now sinking tonnage 


faster than all the marine yards of the 
world can build it. This is the conclu- 
sion to be drawn from the February 
reports, say those who have studied 
the question. 


The Clark plan is to build a new 


type of ship, one which caii evade the 
submarine. "The American motor ship" 
Is tha name suggested. It would be a 
vessel of 1,000 tons burden, sxtraordi- 
narily fleet and agile, for the answer to 
the submarine, says Mr. Clark, "is in 
a quick helm." The craft would be 
constructed of wood, fir from the Pa- 
cific northwest and Texas hard pine. 
When construction on a large scale 
once got under way__tbe pieces could 
be sawed at tbe mills and sent to the 
shipyards to be put together "like a 
cheap auto." While it might take six 
months to build the first vessel, In this 
way_they could be turned out In four 
months thereafter. 


Can Build Many "Sea Jitney*." 


Modern shipyards that are capable of 


turning out these "jitneys" exist al- 
ready on the Pacific coast and In the 
Beaumont district in Texas, and their 
present capacity IB 250,000 tons a year, 
easily enlarged. 


The cost would be relatively small. 


A million tons, it is estimated, could be 
built for $100,000,000, which la equal to 
one-half of one day's expenditure for 
the war. Crews would b* small and 
marine insurance cheap. 


The one difliculty in construction 


would be In^duplicating^the^ njarlne 
Diesel engine, •which" has made the 
German submarine a possibility, but it 
Is believed that this could be sur- 
mounted by American skill and Inven- 
tiveness. 


The principle of these small freight 


carriers would be to divide up cargoes 
into thousand ton units. At the pres- 
ent time a U boat may bag a 20,000 or 
30,000 ton cargo at one stroke. Under 
the contemplated plan the submersible 
would destroy only a thousand tons 
with each shot. 


If the average U- boat leaves port 


with fifteen torpedoes and makes the 
high average of 50 per cent of hits— 
an especially high average against a 
swerving, dodging mark—a total of 
freight it could send to the bottom 
would be between 7,000 and 8,000 tons. 
In comparison a U boat which has 
sunk one 30,000 ton ship may now have 
fourteen torpedoes left with which to 
pile up a total conceivably of 100,000 
tons. 


But this Is not tbe only point at 


which the effectiveness pf the U boat 
would be reduced. 
The motor ship 


would be essentially one of low visibil- 
ity. A steamship with its column of 
smoke can at present be. sighted at a 
distance of about thirty-five miles. 


Invleibl* at Ten Mi!**. 


~ The motor vessel, on the other band 
—not only because it is small, but be- 
cause it has no pillar of smoke—could 
not be sighted beyond the curvature of 
tbe earth, or, to make a liberal esti- 
mate, ten miles. 


Now, tbe submarine, lying in wait at 


any given station for a steamship and 
spotting her thirty-five miles away, 
•would be able to move perhaps twenty- 
flv* miles toward the vessel's course to 
place itself immediately In front of her 
before sh* came up. On the other side 
of its elation it would have tb* same 
margin. This fives one submarine, 
therefore, a patrolling radio* of fifty 
miles. 


But with a craft that the U boat 


could sight only ten mile* away it is 
probable that It could not move more 
than sevtn mile*, or tb* altitude of a 
right angled triangle, before crossUii: 
her path. This would give th* subma- 
rine a patrolling; radius of only four- 
teen miles, or a net Ion of thirty-six. 
As * result it would take more than 
three times as many submarines to es- 
tablish a tight blockade. 


One of th* chief objections on the 


part of shipping men to undertaking 
this venture. It Is believed, is the hope 
that the t? boat war will soon be coded 
and they do not wish to undertake such 
a formktable expense and revolution- 
ary expedient If-It turns out that nor- 
mal conditions on the sea can soon b* 
resumed.

British Skipper Knocked Out 
Leader of German Raider Grew, 


WAS SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Captain Thompaon'a Life Spared After 


Lieutenant He Aeaailed Pleaded For 
Hi* Life—They Parted the Beet of 
Frienda—Later He Rammed Subma- 
rine In North Sea. 
- 


Captain John Thompson, late master 


of. the steamship Kawson, is the only 
British skipper thus far known who 
has survived the double peril of knock- 
ing down one of the kaiser's officers 
with his fist and of running down and 
sinking- a German submarine He left 
New York the other day after a series 
of adventures that make movie plots 
seem poor and pale, says the New 
York Evening World. 


The captain is a bit ,below the me- 


dium height, with the long arms and 
bulging shoulders of a good hitter and 
• the clear blue eyes of a good man. He 
sailed out of Liverpool on Sept 1,1914, 
leaving his wife and two boys in Lon- 
don. 
His steamship was the High- 


land Hope of 2,380 tons burden, bound 
for the river Plate to take Argentine 
beef-.-to England for a packing com- 
pany. 


Ships That Sailed In the Night. 


They were fifty miles south of the 


equator aud fifty miles north of the 
island of San Rogue on Sept 1-1 when 
First 
Officer 
Lloyd woke Captain 


Thompson at 2 a. m. and said therd 
was a suspicious ship a mile off to star- 
board. The skipper thought she wa3 
another British vessel dodging the 
Germans, as slie ran along with all 
lights out But at dawn she fired a 
shot and stopped the Highland Hope. 
A launch put off from her, and Lieu- 
tenant Schroeder of the imperial Ger- 
man navy came over the side, followed, 
by fourteen menT^ 


"Haul down that British flag!'1 the 


herr lieutenant commanded, pointing 
with his left hand at the union jack 
at the masthead, while with his right 
he shoved Captain Thompson. 
The 


skipper stepped in with a straight right 
drive that caught the herr lieutenant 
under the chin and dropped him flat on 
the deck, "out" for a good half minute. 


When the lieutenant came to he or- 


dered his men to seize Captain Thomp- 
son, 
and the Germans carried him 


aboard the imperial cruiser Karlsruhe 
and put him on bread and water in the 
brig. The crew of the Highland Hope 
was ordered into the old liner Cre- 
'feT(£"6ne of the. consorts of the cruiser^ ~ 


Saved by German H« Struck. 


After ten days of solitary confine- 


ment Captain Thompson was tried by a 
court of officers aboard the Karlsruhe,» 
found guilty of striking one of his im- 
perial majesty's officers and sentenced 
to death. 


Lieutenant Schroeder appealed from 


the verdict 


"Thompson's act was natural," he 


said. ''He was oa the bridge of hia 
ship and was being shoved about'' 


Captain Kohler of the Karlsruhe 


could not see it that way, but after 
much argument Lieutenant Schroeder, 
still wearing a lump on his jaw, per- 
suaded him to spare the skippei's life. s 
He and Captain Thompson became the 
best of friends, and when they were 
parting at the island of Teneriffe six 
weeks later the lieutenant asked for a 
souvenir of their cruise.

Dirigibles and Seaplanes at Each 


For Coast Work—Scout 


Boat Preparations. 


A joint army and navy board is study- 


ing the Atlantic and sulf coasts pre- 
paratory to the establishment of eight 
aeronautic stations which, besides hav- 
ing two dirigibles and six or eight sea- 
planes each for aerial patrol work, 
probably will serve as bases for the 
new 110 foot coast scout boats, of which 
the navy will oriler more than 100 in a 
few days. 


Sixteen dirigibles and a sufficient 


number of seaplanes already have been 
contracted for, and officers and men 
for the air service are being selected to 
be sent to the station, at Pensacola, 
Fla., for training. A school dirigible for 
the station is about ready for delivery. 


The eight stations will be distributed 


along the coasts to cover strategic areas 
to be determined by the board. Each 
will require six officers and forty men. 


The only station site already defi- 


nitely selected is that at Coco Solo, 
'near Colon, canal zone, for which an 
appropriation of $1,000.000 to establish 
a joint aviation and submarine base 
was asked of the last congress. The 
project is expected to go through at the 
corning special session. Funds for the 
other stations will also be sought at 
that time, but the department has 
emergency appropriations sufficient to 
begin the work at once. The dirigibles 
are to be delivered within four months. 


At present no stations for the Pacific 


coast are being prepared, although the 
chain of coast patrol bases will be ex- 
tended along the entire coast line as 
rapidly as machines can be obtained 
and men trained. 


The immediate plans require in the 


next four mouths the training in han- 
dling dirigibles of fifty officers and 350 
men at Pensacola. Crews for the sea- 
planes are already under training, but 
their number will have to be increased 
largely without delay 


In providing boats to aid in the task 


of guarding tue coasts navy experts 
would prefer a standard type 130 foot 
sttel boat for patrol and submarine 
chasing work, but in the interest of 
speedy coustru 'tiou have determined 
on lir> footers with wooden hulls, so 
that builders of wooden boats can 
share in the work. Orders will be 
placed later for some small submarine 
cnat-ers ranging from fifty to eighty- 
five feet in length. 


The Monroe Doctrine.

output of the empire. 


It is hardly likely that Russia will 


permit the czar to retire as the richest 
man hi the world. One of the first du- 
ties of the new minister of finance will 
be to devise means of-transferring Ms 
wealth to the empire.

The plebiscite by which the Russian 


people will determine their future form 
of government is likely to prove a 
source of trouble. WLile the more civ- 
ilized elements of the nation ara cer- 
tain to vote for a republican form of 
government, the attitude of tbe'peas- 
aiits Is likely to be quite different. 
And tLere is no better instrument for 
influencing the moujik than tbe Ortho- 
dox church. This was the aim of the 
committee of safety when it appointed 
Lvoff, a remote relative of the premier, 
to the post of procurator of the sy.uod. 
The procurator is a cabinet member. 
He is to be the" agent through which 
the uew government will get ia touch 
with 
the church 
authorities,. and 


through him all the activities of the 
synod will be communicated to tbe 
government. 


The swlftifess with which tbe church " 


has been recognized and ia being reor- 
ganized, by the jiew ministry shows 
how alert tbe latter Is to eliminate all 
the possible obstacles in the way of 
the new Russia. It would seem that 
the new regime is rapidly gaming in 
stability. While the dangers confront- 
ing it are numerous as yet, It is evi- 
dent tbat the men in charge of the new 
order realize these darrgers fully and 
are taking without delay the right 
measures-for their removal.
